GS.R. 214(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (5) of Section 5 read with Section 31 of the 
Oil Industry (Development) Act, 1974 (47 of 1974), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules to 
amend the Oil Industry development Board Employees' 
(Pension) Rules 1990, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules 
may be called the Oil Industry Development Board 
Employees' (Pension) (Amendment) Rules, 2011. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Oil Industry Development Board Employees 1 
(Pension) Rules, 1990 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal rules), for rule 14, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“14. The term 'emoluments' means emoluments as 

determined by the order of the Central Government 

issued from time to time for computation of pension.”. 

3. In the principal rules, in rule 16 for the words ‘age 
of superannuation”, the words “age of compulsory 
retirement” shall be substituted. 

4. In the principal rules, in rule 20, for the words 
“three hundred and seventy five rupees per month”, the 
words “rupees three thousand five hundred per month” 
shall be substituted. 


5. In the principal rules, in rule 21, in the second 
proviso, for the words “three hundreds and seventy five 
rupees per month”, the words “rupees three thousand five 
hundred per month” shall be substituted. 

6. In the principal rules, in rule 24,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), for the words “fifty per cent of 
'average emoluments’ ”, the w'ords “fifty' per 
cent emoluments or average emoluments” shall 
be substituted. 

(b) sub-rule (2) shall be omitted. 

7. In the principal rules, after rule 24, the following 
rule shall be inserted, namely:— 


“24A. Additional Pension to the old pensioners.— 

The additional quantum of pension shall be determined on 
the basis of the age of pensioner as under: 


Age of Pensioner 

Additional quantum of Pension 

From 80 years to less 
than 85 year 

T wenty per cent of basic pension 

From 85 years to less 
than 90 years 

Thirty per cent of basic pension 

From 90 years to less 
than 95 years 

Forty per cent of basic pension 

From 95 years to less 
than 100 years 

Fifty per cent of basic pension 

From 100 years or 
more 

Hundred per cent of basic pension

be omitted. 


9, In the principal rules, in rule 27, in clause (c), for 
the words “in receipt of a pension”, the words “in receipt 
of a pension or compassionate allowance” shall be 
substituted. 

10. In the principal rules, in rule 28, for sub-rule (1), 
the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(1) The family pension shall be payable to the family of 

the deceased employee and the term ’Family’, in relation 

to an employee, shall be categorized as under: 

Category-! 

(a) Widow or widower, up to the date of death or 
re-marriage, whichever is earlier; 

(b) son or daughter (including widowed daughter), 
up to the date of his or her marriage or re¬ 
marriage or till the date he or she starts earning 
or till the age pf 25 years, whichever is the 
earliest. 

Category-II 

(c) unmarried or widowed or divorced daughter 
not covered by Category-I above, up to the 
date of marriage or re-marriage or Jill the date 
she starts earning or up to the date of death, 
whichever is earliest. 

(d) Parents who were wholly dependent on the 
Government Servant when he or she was alive 
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revert to the other chi id and when both of them 
ceases to be eligibie, the family pension shall 
be payable to the next eligible single child or 
twin children."

(2) The family pension shall be payable to only one 
member of the family at a time. 

(3) The family pension payable to dependent 
parents, unmarried or divorced or widowed 
daughter shall continue till death ;

(4) Grant of family pension to children in respective 
categories shall be payable in the order of their 
date of birth and younger of them shall not be 
eligible for family pension unless the next above 
him or her has become ineligible for grant of 
family pension in that category : 

Provided that where the family pension is 
payable to twin children, it shall be paid to such 
children in equal shares : 

Provided further that when such child ceases to 
be eligible, his or her share shall revert to the 
other child and when both cease to be eligible, 
the family pension shall be payable to the next 
eligible single child or twin children." 

! 1. In the principal rules, rule 29 shall be omitted. 

12. In the principal rules, in rule 30,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1). the words "or twice the family 
pension admissible at normal rates, whichever 
is less" shall be omitted. 

(b) for sub-rule (2). the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) This higher rate of family pension shall 
be payable from the date following the date 
of death of the employee for a period often 
years without any upper age limit." 

(c) in sub-rule (3), for the words and figures "age 
of 65 years”, the words and figures "age of 
67 years" shall be substituted. 

13. In the principal rules, in rule 3 i,— 

fa) for clause (IS), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(it) If there are more than one such children 
suffering from disorder or disability of mind or 
who are physically crippled or disabled, the 
family pension shall be paid in order of their 
birth and the younger ofthem will get the family 
pension only after the elder next above bin! or 
her ceases to be eligible : 

Provided that where the family pension is 
payable to such twin children, it shall be paid to 
them in equal shares : 

Provided further that where one such child 
ceases to be eligible, his or her share shall 


(b) in clause (iv), for sub-clause (a), the following 
sub-clauses shall be substituted, namely :— 
"(a) before allowing the family pension for 
life to any such son or daughter, the 
appointing authority shall satisfy himself 
that the handicap is of such nature as to 
prevent such son or daughter from 
earning his or her livelihood and that 
the same is evidenced by a certificate 
qbtained from a medical officer not below 
the rank of a Civil Surgeon setting out. 
as far as possible, the exact mental or 
physical condition of the child; 

(aa) such son or daughter receiving the family 
pension either by self or through a 
guardian shall produce every' three years 
a certificate from a medical officer not 
below the rank of a Civil Surgeon to the 
effect that he or she continues to be 
physically crippled or disabled". 

14. In the principal rules, in rule 32, in sub-ruie(3), in 
clause (iii), for the words "three months before the date of 
retirement”, the words "eight months before the date of 
retirement” shall be substituted 

15. In the principal rules, in rule 33. in sub-rule (i). for 
the words "three months before the date of retirement”, 
the w'ords “eight months before the date of retirement” 
shall be substituted. 

16. In the principal rules, in rule 36, insub'rule(3), for 
the words “In case the employee was on extraordinary a 
claim in the said Form”, the words "The guardian shall not 
be required to submit the claim in Form 5” shall be 
substituted. 

17. In the principal rules, for rule 41, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely 

“41. Pension shall be fixed at monthly rates and shall 
be payable every month on or after the last working 
day of the month to which the pension relates except 
for the month of March when it shall be payable on 
or after first working day of April.”.
